FIVE MEN WERE
INSTANTLY KILLED

Four Others Were Seriously lo.ured—
All the Killed and Injured Men
Were Members of the Crews of the
Wrecked Trains.

WiLkessarre, Nov, 11.—The Buffalo

expreess on the Lehigh Vailey railway,
which left New York at 3:30 last night,
ran into the New York and Philadelphia
express going east on the Wilkesbarre
mouantain, at 8 o’clock thie morniog.

Five of the trains crews were killed
and four others gericusly injared,

The train going east had the right of
way on a singie track. The Buffalo ex-
press; in charge of Engineer Rohblin,
had orders to keep on & siding on the
mountain and let the New Yok express
pass. As he approached th\a siding he
discovered that his sir brakes would not
work. The train was wmwoving about
thirty miles an hourona down grade.
The engineer whistled frantically for the
baud brakes. He koew (he other train
was about dune. He reversed his engire
and stuck to her, bat ecould mnot avert
the colliston.

In less than a minute the express from
the West hove in sight. A terrible crush
followed. Nearly all the pascengers on
both trains were asleep. Many of them
were thrown oot of their berths by, the
ehock, bat none serionsly Injered.

- The engines snd baggsge and express
cars were piled up In a<seap in the cut.
Asg sorm as possible the dead and injored
were taken from ander the cars. The
road is completely blocked and will not
bé opened ap for several hours. A heavy
wind etorm prevailed on the mountsin
laet night, which cavsed leaves from the
forest to accumulate on the track. The
engine plowed into the leavee, which
clogged the breaking apparatus,

LITTLE CASH WILL

Improvement Expendltnrem

Only to Be Made Good.

ADMINISTRATION
HAS SO DECIDED

Whole Amount to Be Allowed Will
Probably Not Exceed One Million
—President and Cabinet Carefully
Noted the Seotiment of the Cour-
try in Regard to the Amount of
Indemnity.

Nxw Youg, Nov, 11.—A dispatch to
the Herald from Washington says:

Instead of paying Spain §40,000,000 as
an indemnity for the cestion of the
Philippines to the Uniled Stdtes, Preei-
dent McKinley intends to reimburse her
only for public improvements.
*President MoKinley and bis cahinet
bave carefully noted that the senliment
expressed throughonat the country by the
elections has been in opposition to the
saggestion to indemnify Spain to the ex-
tent firat proposed. As was pit ont by
the administration anthorities, it was
intended to give the capital of the entire
debt floated, with the Philippines as se-
curily, and amounting to $40,000,000.
What will be paid by the United Btates,
according to the present intention of the
president, is the debt contraclted by
Spain for the establishment of light-
housges, harbor improvements and pub-
lic buoildinge. Aill told, thie does not
amount to o very large sum, beiog fizad
at about §1,000,000.

Frisnds ol Spain in the diplomstic
corps say that iv is an ouotrage for the
president to offer such wsmall sum,

From Mr. Day theofficials have learned
that the American commissioners yes-
terday presented the reply to tha Span-
ish refasal to enrrender the islands, and
it is expected that now the administra«
tion bas been so eatisfagtorily indorsed
by the country- the Spaniards will ap-
previate the hopelegeness ‘of their posi-
tion and accede to the demands of this
government. .

Taken Under Advisement.

Mapump, Nov. 11.—The gueen regent
prefided at the cabinet ‘council today.
Sagnsta read a letter from Rios, presi-
dent of the Spanish peace commission,
announcing that ths American peace
commissioners had refueed to assume
the Coban debt and had exacted the
Philippines, The cabinet will meet again
this evening and decide opon a reply.

THE TERESA
WAS LOOTED

N atives of Cat Island Plunder the De~
serted Cruiser.

Wasmxerox, Nov. 12.—The official
report to the navy department of the
finding of the Maria Teresa was con-
tained in the fullowing cablegram re-
ceived from Commander Craven, of the
wrecking tug Potomac, which had been
erdered to Cat island from Santiago.

“Nassan, Nov. 12.—B8ecretary of the
Navy, Washington: Potomac arrived.
Maria Teresa is near Bird point, Cat
island, one mile off shore, in two fath-
oms of water. Tide is rising and fall-
ing inside; temporary deck is broken up;
movable articles- were removed by na-
tives, Vulean was not eeen. Natives
have been at work since Satarday,”

The Potomse was ordered at once back
to Cat island, with instroctions to Com-
mander Craven to *‘take up the Maria
Teress, and drive off the untivee who
are loating the ship.” He replied by
cable that he wounld leave immediately
Land wonld arrive at the wreck in the
morning.

The fact that the Teresa, a vessel draw-
ing 23 feet of water and waterlogged as
she was when abandoned, and now
probably drawing nearly 30 feet, had
been driven in 12 feet of water s re-
garded by navai officers as evidence of
the great strength of the storm which
canged her crew to leave her.

Oa
Pierce's return he fpund thal they had
renewed the goarrel, Hollenbeck again
preseing Beckford to fight. He wastold
to stand back, but etill kept coming.
Becktord told him that if he came any
closer that he wounld 2tab him. FHollen=
beck said if there was any stabbing that
hecould stab, too. Aupd as he resched
for his knife, Beckiord struck hima
fatal blow. On receiving the blow o~
lenbeck ealled out, "I am killed,” bent
over and began .to vomit, snd died al-
most instantly.

Beckiord mude no astempt to escape,
bat went to his father and mother, who
were staying close by in the honse of
s neighbor. He told them” what he
had dome. He is slmost beartbroken

over the awful consequences of his rash
net.
